Kirkman's remark was made 
in connection with the Florida 
Highway  Patrol's November | 
program of traffic safety edu-| 
cation, which he heads. | 
About 8,900 persons walked | | 
| to their deaths in 1949 and 140| 
of them were Floridians,” he| 
said, "and the toll of injured 
pedestrians ran in six figures 
while in the State of Florida 
there were 517 persons injured 
according to the Florida High- 
way Patrol. The danger to those 
who walk in—or cross—streets 
is ever-present. They are, in 
reality, just two feet from 
death 

The Patrol’s November pro- 
gram has pedestrian safety as 
its theme and is being coordi- 
nated throughout Florida in co- 
operation with the National 
Safety Council. 

“At this time of year," Kirk- 
man said, "pedestrian deaths 
begin their dizzy climb to top 
the monthly average for the 
rest of the year. In cities, par- | 
ticularly, the toll of walkers 
is staggering during October, 
November, and Decembber. In 
November we can predict that 
pedestrian deaths will run 
about 30 to 40 per cent above 
average. 

The accidental dangers of re- 
duced visibility and inclement 
weather during these months 
make carelessness and disre-|¢ 
gard for traffic rules on the 
part of pedestrians doubly fool- 
hardy, and a special effort is 
| being made this month to em- 
phasize these dangers to pedes- 
| trians. 

“Our immediate goal,” Kirk- 

man said, “is to utilize every 
means possible to bring home 
to all walkers three important 
| factors involved in pedestrian 
accidents. Pedestrians should 
keep in mind that: 
“I. In any dispute involving 
pedestrian and a car, the car 
s sure to win. The average 
automobile outweighs the walk- 
| er by 10 to 20 times. This is one 
good reason why it is redicu- 
lous for a pedestrian to take 
chances. He can't win.

DANGEROUS PENNY 


A penny in a fuse socket can 
|set the house afire, the Rural 
Electrification Administratios 
of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture warns. Many peo- 
ple still are unaware of the 
danger of overheating wires by 
replacing a burned-out fuse 
with a penny. For example, the 
iowa Extension Service found 
in a recent survey that pennies 
had been used to “fix” fuses 
in 106 out of 443 homes. , 

The fuse is a protection. 
When it "blows," it warns that 
wires are overloaded—that is, 
more electricity is being carri- 
than the circuit can hgndle 
safely. The trouble may be 
using too many appliances on 
ene circuit, or some defect in 
an appliance, a cord, or the 
wiring. The burning out of the 
tuse cuts off the current, thus 
tuvoiding fires from overheated 
|hidden wires. 

If a penny replaces the fuse, 
the cause of the trouble is not 
corrected. The circuit still is 
overloaded, and the wires may 
become so hot that their in- 
sulation may begin to smol- 

Overloaded wires have 
oldered inside house~s-2lls 
ie days before they have 
been discovered. Fires in the 
night or when families are 
away often have been traced 
to such a start. 

Every home should have ex- 
tra fuses of the right size con- 
| veniently near the service box 
|where they can be ready if a 
{use blows. To prevent trouble, 
wiring should be inspected and 
approved by a qualified inspec- 
ior and then re-inspected every 
few years.
